Ratepayers of Irma and the dist- 
rict around Irma have been asked 
to sign two petitions, both of which 
are in accord with the Governments 
Hospital Bill and it will be well to 
keep posted in. regard to these peti- 
tions. ‘One of them is for the pres- 
ent ignéred’ by the department 
which deals with these matters for 
the government. The other is in 
one of the stages of its development 
before coming to the people for 
their sanction. The Trmgs in its 
last issue has dealt with the question 
of the Rural Hospital and in the 
present issue the intention is simply, 
to put the matter before our readers 
as it now stands. 

Our petition fora hospital district 
composed of the village of Irma and 
adjacent country is laid aside be- 
cause a petition -to include. this 
country in a larger hospital district 
is before the authorities.

Hail Insurance Rates

Will Be Four Cents an Acre on’ All 
Assessable Land '

There will be no change this year’ 


in connection with the rates, indem- 
nities payable, or in the policies is- 
sued’ by the hail insurance. commis- 
sioner of Saskatchewan, according to 
a statement made at the offices of 
the commission at Regina, 
will be four. cents.an acre on all as- 
sessable land with maximum indem- 
nity of $5 an acre. ‘There are 126 
municipalities operating under the 
provisions of the Hail Insurance Act, 
the same number as last year, ard 
the commission starts the season 
with a reserve of about $50,000, 

There will be 19 board companies 
writing hail insurance in Saskatche- 
wan this season and the rates will be 
the same as. last year, six per cent. 
for cash business and eight per cent. 
for credit policies. There was con- 
siderable discussion some time ago 
among hail underwriters in regard 
to advancing the rates, but no action 
to this end has been'taken, except 
that in the Rosthern and Radville 
district some of the companies have 
advanced the rates to 10 and 12 per 
cent., owing to heavy losses. which 
they have suffered there in the last 
few years, . ; ;

Hail Losses . 


Baskatchewan’s Experience Better in 
1917 Than in 1916 


Losses paid last year by the Sas- 
katchewan Municipal Hail Insurance 
Assotiation amounted to $82,362, \as 
comparéd with losses of $3,650,743 
in 1916, of which, -however, only 40 
per cent. or $1,460,296 was paid. Ad- 
ministration costs were $36,596 in 
1917 and $59,468 in 1916. The 1917 
revenue was $930,799 or about $50,- 
000 less than in the previous year. 
Losses were comparatively light un- 
til after the middle of August; when 
a heavy storm swept over the cen- 
tral section of the province. 

At a convention of the Insurance 
Association held in. Moqse Jaw last, 
month, motions to increase the rate 
from four to five cents per acre were 
defeated, but it was resolved to 
adopt the flat rate of four cents per 
acre, but undér an, automatic seeded 
acreage rate. Under the latter 
scheme all municipalities will come 
under the Municipal Hail Insurance 
Act, but amy farmer may withdraw 
upon giving notice to the secretary- 
’ treasurer of the municipality prior to 

“June lin any year. ee

Development of the West 


Farming jn Areas Served by 
, the C. N. R. 


_ A remarkable increase during 1917 
in hartdlings of live stock and of but- 
ter, cheese, eggs, dressed meat, and 
dressed poultry, over its lines in 
Western Canada is indicated in a 
Statement compiled by the’ freight 
department of the Canadian North-. 
ern Railway. Any gteat increase in 
tonnage in-these commodities, of 
course, could not be accomplished 
without pronounced progress’ in ‘per- 
manent farming in areas served by 
the C. N. R. in Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta. It is significent 
that the prairie provinces are be- 
coming exporters of dairy products, 
where in recent years they were im- 
porters on a considerable scale.. 

During 1917, 11,363 cars of _ live 
stock were handled over the lines of 
the Canadian Northern Railway sys- 
tem as compared with 7,245. during 
1916. This is an increase of 4,118 
cars or 57 per cent. 


Of cattle in 1917, there were hand- 
led 5,421 cars as compared with 2,- 
900 in 1916. Of hogs 2,274 cars,.as 
compared with 1,768 in 1916. Of 
sheep 261 cars in 1917 as against 76 
in 1916; and mixed stock 3,407 in, 
1917 as compared with 2,501 in 1916. 
The percentage ‘of increase in cattle 
was 87 per cent.; of shcep, 243 per 
|cent.; hogs, 29 per cent.; and mixed 
36 per cent. : 


| During 1917 the produce 
from stations on the Canadian 
| Northern western lines -reached a 
{total of 24,618,000 pounds as com-
